A PUNCH 


THIS MONTH is being observed 
by American railroads, truckers, ship 
pers and various organizations as 
“Careful Car Handling Month.” All 
kinds of promotional efforts are being 
staged to cut down on railroad dam- 
age and loss claims as well as acci- 
dents. It would be well for shippers 
to obtain copies of “Perfect Shipping 
News” which summarizes ways to 
participate in the campaign. This bul- 
letin is available free from the As- 
sociation of American’ Railroads, 
Freight Loss and Damage Prevention 
Section, 59 East Van Buren St., Chi- 
cago 5, Ill.

SOMETHING NEW OF MAJOR 
interest to shippers in the form of 
a combination air and sea service has 
been established by American Air- 
lines, Inc., and Pacific Transport 
Lines, Inc. The arrangement is de- 
signed to speed imports into this 
country. 

Under an arrangement recently 
signed between the two firms, cargo 
may be transferred from PTL ves- 
sels to American Airlines planes for 
immediate trans-shipment within the 
contirental United States. PTL ships 
travel across the Pacific to the Orient, 
Philippines and Hawaii. On arrival 
in San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
the air firm takes over. All details 
of this service are handled through 
one bill of lading, thus insuring max- 
imum efficiency of operation.

A PROMINENT NEW ENGLAND 
banker, who has just completed a 
study of the financial condition of the 
trucking industry, reported recently 
that 1955 was “the greatest year” in 
the history of the industry. Henry 
Bowen, loan officer for the First Na- 
tional Bank of Boston, Mass., spoke 
before the National Accounting and 
Finance Council of the American 
Trucking Associations at their fall 
meeting in Indianapolis last month. 

Recalling that in 1954 the trucking 
industry experienced the general eco- 
nomic declines, Mr. Bowen said that 
last year “made up the deficit and 
also went ahead of previous years, but 
that all-important figure, net profit, 
was generally improved over the pre- 
vious fiscal period.” 

Pointing out some particularly sig- 
nificant statistics, Mr. Bowen went on 
to say: “My best estimates would in- 
dicate that your vehicles rolled some

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How Air Freight Saves Time 
And Labor In Many Industries

Mr. Emery has been in 
the freight transporta- 
tion industry most of his 
life. After serving with 
Canadian Pacific and 
other railroads, he was 
Director of the Section 
of Transportation Service 
of the Federal Coordi- 
nator of Transportation 
from 1935 to 1936. 
Subsequently, he was 
with Railway Express 
from 1937-46 with ihe 
exception of three years 
during World War tl 
when he served in the 
Transportation Division 
of the Navy. Mr. Emery 
founded his own firm in 
1946 and has headed 
it ever since. 


LET US LOOK FIRST at the ways in which 
air freight now is, or in the ftture can be, useful 
to industry. Of course there is one need which 
the air carriers are uniquely fitted to supply. That 
is the need which arises in emergencies. 

The emergency shipment of any nature now 
moves by air if it possibly can. A machine breaks 
down, and the nearest repair part is half a con- 
tinent or half a world away. A city is threatened 
by an epidemic and vaccines must be rushed in 
from all possible sources, near and far. A fire 
or fiood strikes a manufacturing plant, and pro- 
duction cannot resume until a building-full of ma- 
chines and motors have been repaired or replaced. 
A freight train derailment, or a highway accident 
or a strike at a vendor’s plant breaks the flow of 
parts and sub-assemblies needed tomorrow for 
the morning shift on a busy assembly line. 
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By citing these examples of emergency use of 
air freight, I may appear to give support to the 
popular impression that air freight is fine for 
emergencies, and that when you have said that, 
you have said it all. Nothing could be farther 
from the truth. It is not only in emergencies that 
air freight is and can be useful. Saving lives is 
one thing, but saving labor is another, and in this 
latter direction I suggest that air freight can be 
equally effective. As a labor-saving device, it 
seems to me that air freight transportation is 
comparable to automation in the potential value 
that it offers to industry. 


Need for Warehousing Reduced 


Let me give you some case histories—things 
that have been done—to support my point. Take 
the case of a company which has branch manu- 
facturing plants in 36 widely scattered cities. For 
its own internal maintenance of the machinery in- 
volved, inventories of spare parts were stocked 
at each of the 36 branches. The investment alone 
was substantial—some $12 million altogether— 
but even more costly was the labor required to 
manage, handle, receive for and issue from these 
three dozen spare-parts stockpiles. When you 
need a spare part, you need it, and the best way 
to get it is to have it right there, not hundreds or 
thousands of miles away. That was the original 
and logical pre-air freight theory. But not any 
more. 

Now the entire spare parts inventory for 36 
branch plants is concentrated in three cities— 
one in the Pacific Northwest, another in Illinois, 
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the third in Upper New York state. Surface trans- 
portation at low cost can and does provide over- 
night service from one or another of these three 
supply centers to most of the branches, but when- 
ever a longer haul is involved, air freight is em- 
ployed because its speed brings every branch near 
—not farther than overnight—to each of the 
supply points. Air freight costs more, but the 
premium here in transportation expense is more 
than matched by the saving of half the old $12 
million inventory and the still greater saving in 
stockroom labor and rent at 36 locations. 


Transit Nearness Counts 

Of a different sort is the labor-saving use of 
air freight by a Pittsburgh printer. To broaden 
his market, he reached out for business in other 
cities, but he did not invest in plant and equip- 
ment and assume substantial new payrolls in these 
new areas where his salesmen were working. In- 
stead, he built up new out-of-town business for 
his main Pittsburgh plant by selling his distant 
customers the demonstrated fact that he is “as 
close to you by air freight as any printer in your 
own city.” The venture has proved highly suc- 
cessful and profitable, the transportation cost ele- 
ment being insignificant compared to the lower 
production cost obtained through concentration of 
all work at the one Pittsburgh plant involving only 
one payroll, 

Perishable items such as lobsters, cut flowers, 
newspapers and even prime steaks are distributed 
by air today in a routine manner. Air freight is a 
normal way to expand markets by bringing them 
near, in transit time, to sources of supply. We 
Shall all do well, as we think about the vast pro- 
ductive capacity in all directions which is being 
built up in the United States, to remember this 
remarkable attribute of air freight speed—its 
ability to bring distant places “near,” to bring 
them near enough to sell and serve without the 
necessity and the cost of being there. 

Department stores, which have their own per- 
ishability problems as they deal in articles of high 
fashion, have not overlooked the value of being 
near—by air freight—to their vendors. Selling 
from sample rather than from stock, with delivery 
by air, saves guesswork on markets, reduces the 
expense of inventory, handling, deterioration and 
obsolescence, and serves the customer better by 
offering access to all markets without delay in 
delivery. It is this principle, recognized and cap- 
italized by department stores all across the coun- 
try, that produces nightly tons of merchandise 
traffic for air freight in each of the centers of 
production for wearing apparel. 

Of course, none of these regular air freight 
shippers make use of this ultra-fast medium of 
transportation for all their purposes. Their main 
transportation requirements are and probably will

Piggyback Now Offered On 
Special Low Flat Car 


PIGGYBACK SERVICE through low-bridge 
areas is now possible due to the development by 
a national manufacturer of rail cars of a new 
freight car which is 10 inches lower than the 
standard railroad flatcar. 

S. M. Felton, president of the concern, said 
that the low deck of this new car means that 
“standard-size trailers can be hauled through tun- 
nels whose restricted clearance ordinarily block 
piggyback traffic from one section of the coun- 
try to another.” 

The 38-foot length of the new car can accomo- 
date the largest highway trailers, Felton said. 
The trailers are end-loaded rapidly over self-con- 
tained bridge plates that rise to vertical position 
when not in use. The car’s floor is a maximum of 
32 inches from the rail when the car is loaded. 

Besides the low deck and low dead weight, fea- 
tures of the new car include fixed axles, roller 
bearings and rubber draft gear to protect the 
lading. It has standard couplings for use with 
existing equipment.

Contract Packagers Use Science To 
Save The Profit In Competitive Bids

PRIOR TO THE KOREAN WAR, industrial 
packaging was largely regarded by many firms as 
a necessary evil—an unavoidable step in getting 
the product to the consumer after it had been 
carefully manufactured and inspected. Damages 
resulting from rough handling were frequent and 
costly ; yet few companies bothered to study their 
problems of packaging with anything resembling 
the details and critical care given to each phase 
of production. 

Only in recent years, since the ever-increasing 
technological! developments of industry and the 
sharply competitive bidding for important con- 
tracts have made detailed cost analysis impera- 
tive, has the packaging operation been scruti- 
nized with care. 

Today, package engineering has become a near 
science. Not only does it save millions of dollars 
formerly lost through shipping damage, corrosion, 
mislabeling and unnecessarily high freight rates, 
but it has developed entirely new methods of 
procedure which can be styled to the packaging 
needs of any industrial firm. 

Through the use of lighter materials, weight 
has been reduced, permitting a higher unit prod- 
uct profit. It has established rigid control pro- 
cedures for shipment, vastly improving customer 
good will by helping manufacturers to meet their 
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deadlines. In many cases, packaging engineers 
are now consulted during the initial product plan- 
ning sessions to insure the manutacturer that the 
product can be handled with maximum protection 
at a minimum cost. Often the savings effected 
by including scientific packaging in the initial 
planning of a product has meant financial success 
or failure in this competitive new phase of our 
national economy. 

All new developments within a plant create new 
problems for the manufacturer, involving per- 
sonnel, retooling and sales budgeting. And fre- 
quently the initial expense of designing and in- 
stalling a new packaging operation is prohibitive, 
particularly with pilot runs of new products, sea- 
sonal operations, or specialized military or export 
runs. 

When a manufacturer does attempt to handle 
packaging operations on such runs, he must ac- 
cumulate large stocks of packaging materials 
which, in addition to taking up valuable ware- 
house or production space, often result in surplus 
and waste. Occasional shipping delays again re- 
quire storage space for orders awaiting shipment. 
Furthermore, the manufacturer will discover that 
trained employees in this field are few, which 
again may cause expensive delays in filling orders. 

Many manufacturers, particularly in the air- 
eraft and electronics instrument field turned to 
contract packaging firms during the Korean 
emergency when they were unable to find em- 
ployees who could readily interpret complicated

DO YOU THINK you work under pressure? 
Suppose your standing orders were to get every 
shipment out in 24 hours? Suppose, in fact, you 
had to get most of them out the same working 
day? 

Well, when you work in a company manufactur- 
ing such antibiotics as Terramycin and Tetracyn 
and other pharmaceutical preparations, upon the 
immediate delivery of which hangs the saving of 
human lives, every order is an emergency. And 
to Arthur Brueckner, in charge of the Eastern 
Regional Distribution Center for Chas. Pfizer & 
Co., Inc., it is standing orders to get every ship- 
ment out in 24 hours. He tells you with quiet 
pride that 95% of orders received are out before 
5 P.M. of the same day. 

Nor is this an easy kind of shipping and pack- 
ing job. Package sizes are as varied as can be, 
ranging from a single bottle to 10,000 bottles, 
from one ounce to forty pounds. Bottles, jars, 
tubes and vials require especially careful packing. 
Because accuracy is essential along with speed, 
every order has to be triply checked, first by the 
order-picker, second by a checker, and third by 
each individual packer. 

The Brooklyn Center on Roebling Street is one 
of six Pfizer regional distribution centers located 
throughout the United States. The others are 
strategically located in Atlanta, Chicago, San 
Francisco, Dallas, and Portland, Oregon. 

Mr. Brueckner, who is in charge of the Center, 
guided Shipping Management staffers through 
his efficiently run and scientifically organized ship- 
ping and receiving operation. Aisles of steel

shelves stand at right angles to a central aisle, 
down the length of which runs a power roller 
conveyor. An elaborate key to the products con- merry aa 
tained in the shelving is located on the steel wall prs - 

at the end of each row of shelves nearest the con- 
veyor. Order-pickers take goods off the shelving 
in special tote boxes and then place the boxes on 
the conveyor which takes them to a check point. 
At the check point the orders are once again ex- 
amined and then sent via gravity conveyor to the 
packing tables. 

The conveyor system continues right through 
the packing area. The clean steel packing tables 
are always manned by a large and active crew. 
Although every conceivable size of package is 
used, most of the problems in packing relate to 
getting a new, fragile vial or jar into an effective 
corrugated container. What is visible at the pack- 
ing tables is the end result of a great deal of crea- 
tive effort with stiffeners and interior reinforce- 
ments. The machinery for packing and closure 
at the tables consists largely of gummed tape dis- 
pensers, label gluers, knives, and the various sizes 
of corrugated boxes.

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IF AN IRATE CUSTOMER 
CALLS UP and claims that he 
did not receive a shipment which 
you allegedly made, you have a 
50-50 chance to prove that he 
did receive the merchandise. In 
other words in one out of every 
two complaints of nondelivery 
the customer actually had the 
merchandise. This is based on a 
survey and analysis which was 
made by us covering approx- 
imately 112,000 shipments via all 
types of carriers. 

There are two questions which 
invariably are asked in traffic 
circles for which we have not 
been able to find concrete and 
reliable answers. The first ques- 
tion is: “What is a normal per- 
centage of human error in a 
shipping department ?”. We will 
answer this at another time. The 
second question asked is “What 
is the normal percentage of loss 
in shipments by an aggregate of 
all carriers?” This question has 
been answered in our survey and 
analysis. 


Low Loss for Parcel Post 


Out of 112,090 shipments in 
question, we found complaints of 
non-receipt on only 472 for a 
percentage of approximately 
four-tenths of one per cent. Of 
these allegedly lost shipments, 
230 shipments were never lo 
cated and thus, our claim per- 
centage was two-tenths of one 
per cent of all shipments made. 

It is our feeling that this is 
an exceptionally good record on 
the part of our carriers and cer- 
tainly should dispel any feeling 
of insecurity on the part of ship- 
pers that the carriers are unre- 
liable. 

Another very interesting bit 
of information picked up in this 
survey was that parcel post had 
by far the lowest percentage of 
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lost shipments. This is more sur- 
prising in that the majority of 
the shipments entered to parcel 
post were not insured and thus 
were more susceptible to loss. 
However, it is obvious where the 
parcel post shipments went un- 
insured the delivery proven rec- 
ord was not quite as good as 
those of the other carriers. 
Without trying to show any 
prejudice or bias, but simply re- 
porting the facts we find that the 
freight forwarders we use had 
the highest percentage of total

lost shipments as well as the 
highest percentage of claims en- 
tered. That is to say, the freight 
forwarders we examined are less 
apt to be able to prove delivery 
of a shipment than any of the 
carriers outside of uninsured 


parcel post. By the same token 
motor carriers had an exception- 
ally low percentage of shipments 
on which they could not prove 
delivery.

@ NEW YORK’S FIRST COMMRCIAL HELIPORT is now 
in business. Operated.by The Port of New York 
Authority at ¥. 30th St., Manhattan, it is on 
a 400-—by-—70-f strip of land along the Hudson 
River bulkhead between Piers 68 and 72. Used 
by the helicopers of New York Airways plying 
to and from metropolitan airports, it includes 
two touchdown pads, each 80 by 80 ft.. projec- 
ting 40 ft. out from the bulkhead. These land- 
ing pads are built of reinforced concrete, with 
the portim beyond the bulkhead supported on 
steel H-piles. Dedicated by the dignitaries 
of the city, Port Authority and NYA afew days 
ago, the heliport has an aircraft parking area 
measuring 50 by 50 ft. between the touchdown 
pads, with two additional tie-down areas at 
either end of the facility. A 50-by-20-ft. 
terminal building has been built at the north- 
ern end of the site.

Book Reviews 


THE TRAFFIC MANAGER has 
been characterized as “the newest 
member of the management team” by 
John H. Frederick in his new book, 
Traffic Department Organization, 
which Chilton Company published on 
September 19. 

Dr. Frederick, Professor of Trans- 
portation at the University of Mary- 
land, emphasizes that the traffic man- 
ager and his department have all too 
often in the past been viewed as 
overhead expenses which are neces- 
sary, but undesirable. However, this 
attitude is changing and the traffic 
manager has achieved new status in 
most forward-looking organizations. 


Next to materials and labor, he 
says, “transportation generally looms 
as the largest single cost item, often 
taking 27 cents out of every sales dol- 
lar.” These costs are controllable to 
a large degree and business has found 
that it can make a substantial profit 
from the traffic department. 


Case History Approach 


Industries which have made suc- 
cessful use of the traffic department 
are cited as case histories by Dr. 
Frederick to illustrate the smooth 
working between the traffic and other 
departments of a firm, central traffic 
control, individual plant responsibil- 
ity, and unification of scattered ac- 
tivities when a company’s operation 
is established at points throughout the 
country. considerations as 
transportation cost control, definite 
assignment of responsibilities, the 
multiple forms of transportation, the 
importance of keeping management 
informed and the future of the traffic 
department are examined in detail.

method of keeping track of ship- 
ments, had a_ proportionately 
high percentage of shipments on 
-which they could not prove de- 
livery. However, their dollar 
volume in claims was exception- 
ne low indicating that the 
losses occurred in the low value 
| shipments. This might indicate 
| that more care is taken on ship- 
|ments of higher value which in 
| effect is one reason why ship- 
| pers tend to use Railway Express 
| other than for speed. 


In the collection of claims it 
was found that railway express 
| and parcel post were the fastest 
|payers while considerable diffi- 
|culty was encountered in the 
|collection of claims with some 
of the motor and rail carriers. 
The prompt payment of claims 
cannot be overlooked in the se- 
lection of a carrier because when 
rates are equal, reliability of a 
carrier to make prompt pay- 
ment is one of the determining 
factors for selection. We have 
|dropped as well as added car- 
riers to our approved list on the 
‘basis of their tracer and claim 
handling and feel that more and 
more, this is going to become 
one of the determining factors 
for survival of carriers. 


On the basis of 112,000 ship- 
ments, the percentage, that is, 
two-tenths of one per cent be- 
ing lost, does not seem too great. 
As stated in the beginning it is 
our feeling that this is not too 
severe. However, for the vol- 
ume shipper it means that one 
shipment out of every 500 made 
will be lost. From the viewpoint 
of the volume shipper this then 
might seem considerable. How- 
ever, if viewed from the inter- 
ests of the small or medium ship- 
per this could be exceptionally 
good delivery service. In any 
event, and whichever way these 
figures may be interpreted, we 
at least have a concrete answer 
‘to “What is a normal loss per- 
| centage ?”.

By packing fragile furniture in steei tote boxes | 
for shipments between Mobile, Alabama and Puer- | 
to Rico, North American Van Lines has managed | 
to cut its handling and shipping costs and has| 
achieved greater protection for the cargo. 

The tote box idea was developed in response | 
to a great demand for safe and convenient ship- | 
ment of household goods to Alaska for servicemen | 
and their families. The container worked so well 
getting goods to the frozen North, that North 
American decided to put it into service carrying 
household goods to the tropics as well. 


Stevedoring costs are 
held to a minimum 
and service is speed- 
ed by the use of new 
ali-steel tote boxes, 
built for North Ameri- 
can Von Lines. fhe 
boxes, which hold the 
furniture of an aver- 
five room house, 
are being used by 
‘ North American to ship 
household goods to 
Puerto Rico. Below 
are tote boxes in 
knocked down form.

Most of the household goods destined for Puer- 
to Rico are funneled to Mobile by North American 
and unloaded in the company’s warehouse at the 
Alabama State Docks, where each item is pre- 
pared for shipment aboard a Waterman Steam- 
ship Lines’ vessel. Every piece of furniture is 
wrapped in special form-fitted pads, or, in the 
case of out-sized or odd-shaped items, in padded 
blankets. Presently, approximately $40,000 worth 
of this protective padding is on hand at the Mobile 
dock terminus. The dozen or more items for 
which the pads have been designed include sofas, 
TV sets, pianos, stoves and refrigerators. Rough- 
finished items are wrapped in burlap. 

Charles F. Hulbert, Puerto Rican manager for 
the company, says that it takes two men only 
about two hours to assemble a tote box. The dis- | 
mantling operation takes about 40 minutes. 

The tote box is made of corrugated-type steel, 
has a wooden sub-floor, and will hold the furni-» 
ture of an average five room house. Access is 
gained througn a four foot door at one end. Ca-| 
pacity is 685 cubic feet, about 1/3 that of a high-

The tote box is water-tight when 
assembled. Steel was used in the construction be- 
cause of its resistance to salt water corrosion and 
for additional strength. 

Waterman has agreed to load the tote boxes in 
the top level of the hold. Since they are loaded 
last, the containers must also be unloaded first at 
the point of destination. At the port of debarka- 
tion, the tote boxes are unloaded from the ship’s 
hold onto a flat-bed truck and then delivered to 
the owner. 

After unpacking, the empty tote box is avail- 
able for a return trip to the U. S., carrying an- 
other family’s goods. If an empty tote box is not 
used within a short time and is needed elsewhere, 
it can be knocked down in order to conserve space 
on the return trip. In a knocked down position,

Airline Carried Enough Animals 
To Stock A Menagerie In 6 Months 


Enough animals to stock a menagerie from 
aardvark to zebra are traveling overhead these 
days. In the first half of the year, for example, 
United Air Lines alone carried 700,000 pounds of 
birds, beasts and insects. Foremost in tonnage 
were cat and dog shipments, followed by chicks, 
lobsters, turkey poults, tropical fish and “others.” 

The “others” included such rarities as shoe-bill 
herons and Malayan Slow Loris. Also lumped in 
this category were minks, monkeys, lion and tiger 
cubs, cheetahs, falcons, frogs, pumas, parakeets, 
ponies, goats, baby gorillas, Javanese sparrows 
and an Irish race horse. 

Almost five tons of fishing worms were flown 
by United in the six-month period along with 
five hundred pounds of insects, mostly bees and 
ladybugs. The ladybugs go to farmers and garden- 
ers who use them to combat aphids and similar 
pests,

Printed Design On Fruit Box 
Urges Careful Handling 

O. C. Doe & Sons’ Hawbuck Orchards of Har- 
vard, Mass., is shipping its pre-packaged apples 
in a corrugated container printed to emphasize 
the need for careful handling. 


The apple shipper shown above is now used with printing to em- 
phasize the need for careful handling. The design is printed in red 


| and green. 


The design, printed in red and green, features 
drawings of two cartoon apples and boxes being 
dropped, split and crushed. Short verses remind 
handlers that the container carries fruit and 
should be handled with care. 

The container holds 12 3-lb. or 10 4-lb. acetate 
bags of apples. Three corrugated partitions, slot- 
ted so that they can be fitted together to form 
six cells correctly sized for either number of bags, 
give the apples further protection.

the considerable number of label gluers, which 
applies a thin even film of glue to the back of the 
label—which is then adhered to the package. In 
addition to adhering shipping labels, Pfizer also 
makes use of a label that states “RUSH—Medical 
Supplies—Urgently Needed” .. . and other labels 
which are speedily applied by label gluers. 
Conveyors take the packed and sealed cartons 
to the weighing and dispatching area. At this 
point the extent to which the Pfizer operation re- 
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lies on parcel post is clearly indicated in the bat- 
tery of two electric-powered metered mailing ma- 
chines, and the large number of zone scales which 
are used. Railway Express, trucks and air freight 
are also used to a considerab!e extent by Pfizer. 
Pfizer’s own trucks are employed in local New 
York City distribution. 


The company uses air freight largely for emer- 
gencies, but since emergencies are frequent in the 
pharmaceutical business air freight is employed 
quite frequently. “We will use air shipping when 
a customer is in short supply of a certain drug 
and needs to fill up his stocks immediately.” 


The traffic department, which is headed by Mr. 
Arthur Lane, Director of Traffic, guides the distri- 
bution center in many ways although not directly 
concerned with packaging itself. Said Mr. Brueck- 
ner: “We work hand-in-hand with our traffic de- 
partment to achieve the best shipments at lowest 
possible cost while at the same time giving our 
customers the best possible service. One example 
of this coordination is that carriers are determined 
by the traffic department, based on their knowl- 
edge and efficient use of routing procedures.” 


After stamping and weighing, cartons are load- 
ed on pallets. The loaded pallets are then taken 
by fork lift trucks to the motor truck dock. Here 
an automatic docker both loads and unloads goods. 
The docker goes right into the trailer with the 
load. At present Pfizer is receiving and shipping 
materials on disposable pallets to promote econom- 
ical handling procedures benefiting the company, 
its customers and its supplies. 


Most Difficult Problem 


Asked to describe his most difficult packing 
problem, Mr. Brueckner replied that no problem 
was absolutely insurmountable with all the co- 
operation that is available to the company and to 
his packing section, but he recalled one difficult 
instance of a pint-sized bottle which was distinctly 
a challenge. The shipping center had not handled 
a bottle as large as this on a large scale before. 
They beat that problem with a neck-band: a roll 
of corrugation that absorbs a tremendous amount 


of shock, and a special wrapper of absorbent cor- 
rugation. 


The center has been open only five years, but 
its scientific methods and carefully trained per- 
sonnel already have meant a tremendous saving 
to Chas. Pfizer & Co. The constant training pro- 
gram for personnel aims at insuring an even 
better-prepared operating crew, since every man 
eventually learns the particular job or specialty 
of several other men.

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but great in importance, in a network of transpor- 
tation which combines and coordinates the ser- 
vices of every kind of carrier. This nation is 
singularly blessed and rich in its transportation 


resources. It is in the aggregate of all of them, | 
not the prospect that one will replace another, | 
that we find the source of our tremendous econom- |

A prime example of what I consider highly in- 
telligent use of all transportation resources, in- 
cluding air freight, is afforded by an industry 


which is native to Michigan. The production line | 
principle so characteristic of the automobile in- 


dustry has been extended by the largest motor 
manufacturers to their production supply lines. 
Parts and components for final assembly lines are 


not steckpiled heavily at the manufacturing | 


plants. Instead, the principle of flow through the | 


assembly line is carried back to the sources of | 


supply. For many items, the most material ever 


on hand at final assembly represents as little as 30 | 


hours of production. 


Air Freight Keeps Materials Moving 


This type of production principle is designed 
for maximum economy, because of the savings in 
many directions which result from avoidance of 
warehousing. But assembly lines must operate 
continuously and the highest crime that a produc- 
tion man can commit is to let the line stop because 
the materia!s are not on hand to assemble. The 
key to uninterrup‘ed production without stockpil- 
ing is transportation, controlled transportation 
which will bring in today and every day the ma- 


terials which are to be made into finished products | 


tomorrow. 

Normally, regularity and dependability rather 
than great speed are the characteristics of the 
transportation service the automobile companies 
requ-re and use so effectively. Normally, 96 to 
98 cents of the transportation dollar spent in auto- 
mobi’e manufacture goes for the cheapest trans- 
portation that there is—carload, truckload, barge- 
load or sh’p'oad. But it is the remaining fraction 
of the dollar that makes the system work suc- 
cessfully. 

Whenever there is a break in the normal flow 
of material and surface transportation will not 
be fast enough to make up for the delay, air 
freight is used to do in hours what might other- 
wise take days and to keep the production lines 
going. I think this might be called an emergency 
use of air freight, but not in a normal sense. 
These emergencies are pred’ctable and planned 
for in the production contro! scheduling. To get 
the ultimate in production economy, they must be 
accepted, but they can be accepted because, and 
only because, of the existence and speed of air 
freight service.

military packaging specifications. 


After the war, many plants continued to call 
on the contract packager to solve their specialized 
packaging problems of peacetime production. The 
principal reason given for turning the packaging 
operation over to the contract packager was that 
it became possible for areas formerly devoted to 
packing to be used for expansion of production 
facilities. Other plants found that it was simply 
more economical to subcontract their packaging. 


It is often prohibitively costly for the manufac- 
turer to divert his key personnel periodically to 
new package design, especially when his staff is 
not familiar with the latest techniques and ma- 
terials for packaging specialized products or for 
setting up assembly lines for a multitude of prod- 
ucts. 


On the other hand, the contract packager is 
equipped to handle any type of packaging opera- 
tion on instant notice. He buys his packaging sup- 
plies in carload lots, passing on this saving to 
the manufacturer. He has trained personnel to 
do the voluminous paperwork connected with 
shipping. 


Most important of all, however, he has the 


_ specialized engineering knowledge to produce and 
pre-test an efficient package for any product at 


minimum cost. Efficiency in planning, complete 
utilization of labor forces and lower overhead are 
three factors which tend to keep the contract 
packager’s costs below that of the manufacturer 
for short run or multiple product packaging. 
When a manufacturer makes a complete cost an- 
alysis of his packaging operation, including labor, 


| materials and storage space, he usually finds that 


his costs far exceed those of the specialist.

The real value of the contract packager is in 
the handling of shipments of a “problem” cate- 
gory. Difficult assignments are often easy to the 
specialist. He can handle seasonal or intermit- 
tent production loads easily, since his basic opera- 
tion is geared to a large volume of this type of 
work, 

Fragile and delicate instruments and tools are 
fitted with custom-engineered containers for ship- 
ment almost daily. In fact, in the course of a 
the contract packager 
handles everything from electronic brains to en- 
He is asked to package every 
type of shipment from delicate orchids to massive 
purpose, he maintains a staff 


| of expert engineers who can quickly solve the 
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problem of getting maximum protection at min- 
imum cost. 

Most packaging firms maintain two shifts of 
highly trained personnel, many of whom have 
been specialists in this work for years. Manage- 
ment, engineers, laborers and clerical help are all 
indoctrinated in the almost unending complexity 
of government shipping specifiiations and the huge 
network of laws and regulations governing ship- 
ments both at home and abroad. 

In the field of military shipments alone, the 
contract packager has saved industry many mil- 
lions of dollars with his thorough knowledge of 
military specification, the specialized protective 
requirements of each branch of service, and the 
complicated legal language used in government 
documents regulating the shipment of merchan- 
dise to various overseas destinations. 


Familiar With Specifications 


Because of the extremely high cost of military 
packaging, one mistake in interpretation of reg- 
ulations can result in a loss rather than profit to 
the manufacturer. Improperly labeled packaging, 
for example, can be returned to the plant for 
reworking. All paperwork must then be called in 
and revised, delaying payment for months until 
the entire repackaging operation is completed. 

3ecause it is his everyday business, the pack- 
aging contractor is familiar with the operation 
and requirements of all common carriers. He 
knows how to design a package to take full ad- 
vantage of the physical size of the carrier used 
and to guard against the special strains and 
stresses peculiar to each of the various forms 
of transportation. 

Once the packager has picked up the manu- 
facturer’s product, he assumes full responsibility 
for its safety right up to the moment it reaches 
its ultimate destination. In the event of loss or 
damage, he handles the claim with the carrier and 
insurance company and makes prompt payment 
to the producer even when lengthy litigation may 
be involved. In addition to relieving the manu- 
facturer of these problems, it virtually insures 
his good will with his customer. 


Typical of the “problem” packaging submitted 
to the contract packager is the recent experience 
of Atomics International, a division of North 
American Aviation, Inc. This company designed 
a model sodium reactor which is currently being 
exhibited in 50 cities throughout the United 
States. 

On its tour, the model is shipped by every type 
of public carrier, and is subject to the particular 


shocks and strains of each. Previous to being 


handled by the industrial packager, the model 
sustained shipping damages during transit, which

necessitated its occasional return to the plant for 
repairs. A single such accident caused damages 
totaling $1,100. 

Under the original packaging methods, each 
time the model was shown, it had to be unpacked, 
set up, disassembled, then repacked. 

The contract packager designed a base with 
skids for the larger of the two units. The model 
itself rests on a sub-base, separated from the base 
with aircraft rubber shock mounts. The entire 
unit is tied down to this base with Z-straps, and 
the canopy is bolted to the base with heavy angle 
irons. The canopy lid and sides are detachable, so 
that the model need not be removed from the 
base or sub-base for exhibition. 

By mounting in this manner, the entire model 
was kept a minimum of six inches from the 
canopy, and is virtually impervious to shock of 
any kind. Handles on the sides allow four men to 
carry the package comfortably. The entire case 
measures 9’ x 6’ x 5’. 

The smaller unit was packaged similarly to the 
larger one, except that the sub-base is fitted with 
angle irons so that the model itself slides in and 
off the sub-base. 

For most manufacturers of electronic devices 
and automatic equipment, the rush of new busi- 
ness and the complications of actual production 
assembly make it impossible to set up such de- 
tailed packaging procedure in their own plants. 
Consequently, the contract packager is becoming 
essential in our new industrial society. 

The rapid expansion of the contract packaging 
industry in Southern California has been a direct 
reflection of manufacturers’ continuing acceptance 
of its service function. To be sure, many large 
firms will continue to maintain and perform pack- 
aging operations in their own plants; but at the 
same time, many others will see the answer to 
their unique shipping problems in the skilled fa- 
cilities of contract packaging firms.
